Although great rows of wagons 
cinnotbaaeen waiting for unload- 
ing at the alevaton aa last year, yet 
farmers are beginning to bring in 
their new crops of wheat, even 
though 80 cent per bushel is the 
fuling price.

Experienced and successful farm- 
ers say that tbe opening price, aa a 
rule, ta generally the beat. Of eoarae 
there are exceptional years. And 
they ahould not forget that in 1913 
the United States raised the largest 
crop and tha best crop in the history 
of the country, and Christian coun- 
ty's crop doea not amount to a drop 
in tha boekal.
